WHITLOCK DENIES

| KNOWLEDGE OF IT

Says Someone Struck Him in
Head With Axe BHandle and
He Drew His Pistol and
Opened Fire.

Charles W. Robertson, formerly a

State detective under Governor Blease,
was shol and instantly killed lute yes-
terdoy alternoon at  Pendleton by
Chlef of Pplice 8 1. Whitlock of that
place. Couses underlying the tragedy
wore not roveanled last night, and, it
was authoritatively stated, if thege are
not shown today at the Inquest
It Is probable that the trial of the case
will bring to light some Interesting
details,

Whitlock was_ brought to Andersen
last night by Bherilf Ashloy and lodg-
ed In the county jull, Interviewed up-
on his arrival by a reprepentative of
The Intelligencer, he, stated that he
knew nothing us Lo evenls
Immediately  preceding  the
Ing, aml did not know  thut
he bod  shot  Robertson until ad-
viged 8o by the physlclans who dress-
@d severe wounds which had been in-
filcted on hig head with a bludgeon of
fome description. “I was standing In
Campbell's  store,” sald Whitlock,
“when somcone approasched me from
behind and struck me a terrific blow
in the bhack of the head with an aro
handle. I do not remember firing ujp-
ou anyone, syl did not know what h{ul
taken place until I was told by Doe-
tors Watkins and Day,
woupdsa.

‘Hoveral questions were put to the
prisoner by The Intelligencer report-
or, but all that could be had from
him' was that he knew nothing  what
had happened. When asked if he had
geen Robertson at any time during the
day provious to 'the difflculty’ in the
store, Whitlock replied that he didn't
know, that he might have seen him
for all he knew. Sherif Ashley had
uo - lttle' time at Pendleton that he
did not make an investigation of the
case, but returned immediately upon
the first train with the prienna, It
I8 understood that a jury of fnquest
was Impanoelled liust night for the pur-
pose of viewing the body in order
that it might be removed to the the
liome. The corouer . will go up te
Pendleton this ‘morning and conduct
the usual investigation.

It was learned from reliable sourco
that Whitlock and\Robertson had not
been on the best of terms for Bomn
time, and. it-1s thought that bad blood
was probably at the boltom of the
tragedy. As 'to clrcumstances load-
ing up to the killing, however, noth-
ing could be learned.
